Andrews was advised of his rights by me, in the 
presence of Hiederraeier and Payne, aa well os the purpose of 
the Interview. Uc stated that he know nothing about the 
subject matter. In rchpanse to specific quest lens, he denied 
(1) knowing Livingston; (2) meeting with Livingston; (j) ever 
being to Memphis; (A) ever being to Detroit; (5) knowing, or 
meeting Fensterwald ; (u) ever felling anyone, at anytime, thne 
he possessed any information with respect to the assassination 
of King; and (7) possessing any information concerning the 
King assassination. . • 
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Andrews stated that he was in Miraico from April, 

1974 - October, 1975, and could not understand how he could 
have met v;ith Fensterwald and Livingston on April 20, 1974. 

(If you desire, we can obtain his records from Canadian 
authorities.) The Mimico sentence was for extortion. The 
interview terminated after 15 minutes v/hen Andrews refused 
to answer any further questions. 

Andrews gives one the impression of being a amal.ls_ 
time "con man/' He certainly does not give one the impressing 
of possessing the attributes of a professional killer.
